LAST RUMOR OF HOPE. 


Queen Regent Way Declare An Armistice 


Under Pressure of the Powers, 


But it Would Make No Difference With Action 


,of This Country. No Disturbance 


* at Havana So Far. 


(Special Dispatch to The Transcript,) 


Washington—April 9-It is learned at 


one of the foreign embassies that the 
Spanish government today bu under 
very earnest consideration the iuaance 
of a proclamation declaring an armistice 
in Cuba, 


The decree is not yet signed, bat the 


measure ia being strongly pressed upon 
Spain by some of the continental Euro- 
pean powers, who bope that by mob a 
concession war may be averted. Spain 
holds the position that it will yield every- 
thing except two things: Independence 
for Cuba and American intervention. 


If the latter are insisted upon by Amer- 


ica, Spain will regard them as overt acts 
and as placing us in the attitude of taking 
the first and aggressive step toward war. 


Nothing has been received recently 


from Minister Woodford on the subject of 
the proposed armistice or indeed upon 
any subject. 


Even were there an armistice pro- 


claimed by Spain there is no authority for 
the statement that it would change the 
purpose of the administration to force 
matters to an immediate issue. 
An 


armistice at this time would not result in 
postponement of the contemplated action 
even for a day. 


The indications, it is mid, now are that 


the resolution authorizing the President 
to intervene in Cuba will not embody any 
declaration recognizing tbe independence 
of the island, but if such action ia desired 
by,* majority in each house, it will be 
made the subject of a separate resolution 
to be Introduced later. This conclusion 
has been arrived at, it ii said, in deference 
to the wiab.es of the President.

It la the 
expectation that th« queen regent will 
issue a decree today, formally proclaim- 
ing that an armistice bas been granted. 
It will then be necessary for the repre- 
sentatives of Spain to confer with Gen- 
eral Gomel, the commaader-in-chlef ot 
the Cuban Insurgents, to learn if he is 
willing to accept th» armistice. It is 
Understood that the pope will extend his 
influence to th.« Cubans with a view to 
getting them to accent tbe armistice 
offered by Spain.

arc going on, or are yet to be made, the 
United States will be in the attitude of 
a passive spectator. It will neither fear 
nor invite them.

flght it out to the bitter end, it is con- 
ceded to be almost useless to hope for 
Madrid malting ti*es« concessions which 
a lone Will pmveaft the necessity of war.

can navy. Then again they had been led 
to suppose that their military organiza- 
tion iHaipolonles Mite Cuba, Porto Rico 
and the Philippine* could undertake to 
punish severely any aggreesion on land 
from the very small regular forces and 
poorly organised militia of America. At 
home they are persuaded that their 
coast* and forts have nothing to fear, 
aa the reserves can be called out and the. 
coast guarded without dirilculty. They 
put much confidence in the Idea of stfnd- 
Ing privateers to raid upon the Ameri- 
can merchant and coasting fleets. These

WOMEN OP THE METROPOLIS BUSY 
. 
BITTING READY FOR WAR. 


Scopa of the Women's Auxiliary Corps of 


the National Guard—Society Girls Wb« 
Intend to Do Their Part For the Corn* 
fort of Bailors and •oldiers. 


NBW YOBX, April 9.—[Special. ]~The 


women who dwell at the Hudson's mouth 
%n getting ready to extend all sorts of aid 
to soldiers at the front and sailors on their 
ships. To this end an organization with 
the title Woman's Auxiliary Corps, Na- 
tional Guard, State! of New York, was 
formed one day last week, and meetings, 
have since been held almost daily. Al- 
ready its membership is well into the hun- 
dreds, and before the end of nest week, 
unless the need for the work it purposes 
performing should disappear, its rolls will 
boar the names of thousands. 


The originator of this organization is 


Hiss Julia Burdell of the borough of 
Brooklyn. One day not long ago her 
brother, a member of tho Twenty-third 
regiment of this state, asked her wimt she 
would do if Tie were called upon to light. 
This was the first time the young woman 
bad thought of the Cuban trouble as m 
anyway likely to enter her life. In the 
light of her brother's question, however, 
Its importance assumed considerable pro- 
portions at once. Before the day was over 
the was discussing it, first with young 
women whose brothers, like her own, are 
members of the national guard and lator 
with older women whose .memories reach 
back to civil war days. By the nest day 
U was decided to form an organization of 
the women having relatives and friends in 
the Twenty-third regiment through which 
they might co-operate in the preparation 
of articles of necessity and comfort for the 
soldiers in ease they were called ont. 


How the Corps Grew. 


Before the second meeting was held 


news of the movement had made its way 
to women with friends in the national 
guard both in the borough of Manhattan 
and the borough of Brooklyn. Miss Bur- 
dell's idea met with very general approval, 
and when the organization was finally 
formed its membership included represen- 
tatives, so to ..speak, of every national 
guard regiment located in the Greater New 
York and also the state's naval reserves. 


For a little time the magnitude of the 


whole thing almost swept the young wo- 
man who set it going off her feet, but she 
finally accepted the situation and is now 
earnestly striving to get the organization 
down to a working basis. She realizes that 
this will be no light task, but she is en- 
couraged to go on by the hearty co-opera- 
tion that has been proffered from ail sides, 
and money and other contributions are al- 
ready coming in at headquarters, the 
clicking of many sewing machines is 
heard all day at work on "comfort bags" 
and the like, end activities of a hundred 
sorts are going bravely 011. 


Undoubtedly a war of any consequents 


would bring similar organizations into 
existence in nearly or quite every state of 
the Union, but so far as the writer knows 
this is the first corps formed. It has been 
suggested as probable that all such state 
organizations might work in harmony In 
case their need is long continued and that 
tho scope of the work might be extended 
to include the regular army and navy as 
well as the national guard and the naval 
reserve. , 


About the Work. 


No one who can remember the civil war 


will ever forget the work done by the wo- 
men for the comfort of the soldiers and 
sailors engaged in that great contest. It is 
true that there was no such well organized 
co-operation as that now started by the 
happy thought of Miss Burdell of Brook- 
lyn, 
but 
everywhere throughout 
the 


length and breadth of tho north in behalf 
of the Federal fighters and in every part 
of the south for the Confederates the wo- 
men, 
young and old and rich and poor, 


worked with a will from the beginning to 
the end of the contest. Once a week at 
least in the smallest country hamlets and 
the most sparsely settled country districts 
the wives and mothers and sisters and 
sweethearts of the men in blue and the 
men in gray used to gather and sew and 
scrape lint and make bandages for the men 
at the front. 


In the cities and towns the work was 


reduced to an exact system, and from time 
to time the results of the women's efforts 
were boxed up and sent to the seat of war 
for distribution, those collected in the 
north being intrusted mostly to the sani- 
tary and Christian commissions. As tho 
war progressed the women gave fairs, pa- 
triotic mite societies held meetings, and 
entertainments of many sorts were organ- 
ized for the raising of money to buy hos- 
pital supplies, to pay for transportation 
and distribution and for a hundred other 
purposes. The total'of the funds collected 
by the women of the north in this cause 
was enormous—was not a cent less than 
(50,000,000, a counterpart to the great war 
appropriation made by congress in tho 
present crisis a few week's ago. 


Nor were the efforts to make the lot of 


the men at the front more nearly bearable, 
both ia health and when sick or wounded, 
confined to the "grown ups," especially in 
the north. The children did their part no- 
bly, the sums raised by their little fairs 
and other entertainments during tho four 
years from the beginning to the end of the 
war footing up 1100,000 or more. If tho 
tangible results of the work of women 
and children in the south were of less 
magnitude than in the north, that was 
only because the south was nob go able 
to contribute as the north and not be- 
cause there was any less enthusiasm 01 
loyalty to "the cause" there than here. 


Those Left Behind. 


The scope of tho organization formed in 


Brooklyn by Miss Burdell includes tho 
looking after of some to be loft behind as 
well as "tho boys" who limy go to the seat 
'of the conflict. 


"It Is our intention," said Miss Burdell 


to the writer yesterday, "to remember tho 
wives and families of soldiers and sailors 
that way bo loft in straitened circum- 
stances. Thus wo eholl contribute to the 
mental comfort of those at the front. Wo 
shull soe to it that none now dependent 
upon those willing to fight for tho nation's 
honor shall either suffer hardship or bo 
obliged to rely upon public aid for support 
Food and clothing for thoeo who cannot 
work, employment for those who can and 
transportation for those who wish {o go to 
friends at a distance will be furnished. Of 
course it will take money, and a lot of it, 
to carry ont our programme, but we don t 
expect we shall ever bo short of funds." 


Miss Burdell and most of those co-oper- 


ating with her are society women, and 
they are now working harder than they 
•Ter did before In their lives.

Men Who Make History Not 


Always Orators. 


SENATOR PltOCTOE'S INFLUENCE. 


Silent BtatMmen Who Are Seldom Heard, 


bat Whole Power It Great—A«»ist»nt 
Secretary Romevolt »n Apostle of War. 
Alger*a Able Uentenanto. 


WASHINGTON, April 0.—[Special.]—In 


the opinion of veteran residents of Wash- 
ington and observers of national affairs 
the speech of Senator Proctor, delivered 
in the senate chamber a few weeks ago, 
exerted a greater influence upon the his- 
tory of the United States and the world 
than any speech spoken in the American 
congress since tbe early days of the civil 
war and the agltatioq .which led'to it. In 
commenting upon this inoeah a member 
of the cabinet said to me: 


"But for the speech of Senator Proctor 


it is impossible to believo that what baa 
followed would have followed. 
~£ have 


been in public life or a keen observer of 
public affairs for nearly 50 years, and I 
have never known a speech to produce the 
sensation aipong our people that this 
speech of Mr. Proctor's produced. From 
the moment ho described his visit to Cuba 
and gave his conclusions as to conditions 
and prospects there not a doubt has existed 
in any one's mind that Cuba was to be 
free. Senator Proctor is not an orator. 
He ia a plain man of business. There was 
no art in bis story f>save the art of sim- 
plicity. But bo has* the satisfaction of 
knowing that it was ho who stirred tho 
American congress and tho American peo- 
ple as they had never been stirred before 
on this Cuban question or on any other 
•since the early days of tho rebellion. As a 
member of-tho cabinet I can testify that 
•we never thought the Cuban question was 
going to gat beyond the range of diplo- 
matic "treatment till Mr. Proctor spoke, 
and then we quickly realized that nothing 
oould stop it." 


Influential Men. 


This tribute to Senator Proctor's influ- 


ence upon current affairs has reminded 
me of the fact that in Washington it is 
not always tho man who talks tho most 
who has the most actual influence. A 
good example of ;this is found in the case 
of Senator McMillan of Michigan. I have 
never known him to make a speech on tbe 
floor of tho senato, yet there are fevv roon 
in that body possessed of more genuine in- 
fluence. He is looked up to by all the sen- 
ators as a wise counselor, as a man of al- 
most faultless judgment and as one whose 
advice may be safely followed in all things. 
Bis modesty and his disinterestedness are 
equal to his practical sense, and in his 
quiet way he wields meat influence ia the 
upper branch of congress. 


Another man who rarely makes a 


speech, but who is pretty sure to be con- 
sulted before anything is done of great im- 
portance, is Senator Quay of Pennsylva- 
nia. Quay's "long head" is proverbial in 
Washington. He is the man who knows 
things, and there are plenty of more showy 
men, 
men who make brilliant speeches 


and all that sort of thing and who are 
therefore able to occupy more of the public 
attention, who are glad to slip around to 
see Mat Quay and got some solid, sound 
advice belore taking an important step. 


Still another man whose influence in a 


quiet way in the senate is very great, with- 
out any speeohraaking or aggressiveness 
on his part, is Senator Wetmore of Rhode 
Island. Mr. Wotrnore has never been heard 
from on the floor save when he responded 
to bis name on roll call or introduced a 
bill or petition from his constituents. But 
go into the cloakrooms, where senatorial 
policies are formulated, where senators sit 
about and talk with one another and grad- 
ually reach a conclusion as to what ought 
to be done about any-given matter, and it 
will bo discovered that Mr. Wetmore's 
judgment is valued on account of his busi- 
ness training and his cool, calm way of 
looking at public questions. 


An Apostle of War. 


Throughout all the Cuban excitement 


there has been ono official in Washington 
who hag never wavered ii* hjs desire for a 
chance to teach Spain a wholesome lesson 
in the decencies of government and neigh- 
borliness. 
This man is Theodore Roose- 


velt, assistant secretary of the navy. Mr. 
Eoosovelt has been an apostle of war not 
because he likes war, but because he has 
regarded it as well nigh inevitable, aa the 
only way to solve the Cuban problem, and 
because he wanted to get at the job and 
have done with ifc before Spain oould pre- 
pare to offer a stubborn resistance. Mr. 
Boosevelt has become somewhat noted in 
Washington as a war man, and has been 
criticised on account of his boldness and 
intensity. But here is something I heard 
a member of the cabinet say about Mr. 
Boosevelt the other day: 


"Whgn the historian of our times cornea 


to write tbe story of the last few months 
in tbe United States, he will be glad to 
give a big chapter to the services of Theo- 
dore Roosevelt. No other man in the Unit- 


| ed States government has done more for 


bis country than he. It was Mr. Boosevelt 
who Insisted at an early date that our 
naval ships should be called home from 
foreign stations, BO that they could be 
made ready for an emergency near our 
own coast lines. It was he who insisted 
that oar whole navy should be overhauled, 
that more powder should be ordered, that 
new men should be enlisted, tbnt old craft 
should be fitted out for active service. But 
for him this country would not be in tbe 
condition for war it is today. 


A Thorough Yaukee. 


"Mr. Roosevelt is a thorough Amer- 


ican," continued this member of Presi- 
dent MoKinley's cabinet. "Be is a Yankee 
through and through, and he is not 
ashamed of it. He has done wonders in 
the navy department, and tho country 
owes him a debt of gratitude. Ho has 
worked early and late, has put into his 
task of organizing for war all tho remark- 
able energy and administrative ability for 
which he is noted. He has been oblivious 
to criticism and to sneers, but has kept on 
ot his task. It was a blessing wo had such 
a man in tho navy department (luring 
these times, and I know that President 
MoKinley feels that way nbont it." 


Secretary Long bears similar witness to 


tho ability of his assistant secretary, while 
over in the war department, whero thore 
has been the most thorough preparation 
and whero the officials have been at work 
under pressure such as they have not scon 
since tho days of tho rebellion, Secretary 
Alger is glad to glvq credit to such lieu- 
tenants as Assistant Secretary Moiklejohn 
and to Adjutant; General Corbin. One of 
the best results of a war agitation is tbe 
quality of.nicn it brings to tho front to 
handle tbe public's business with skill and 
fidelity.

ELECTRIC PROGRESS. 


A MOTOR TO ROCK THE CRADLB AND 


CHARM THE CHILD. 


KUetrle light fMCMafallr 


Proposes of Ptogaosls ninmlaXloB 
the StoBMeh feuta* » • 
tlon-Eleetrlettr Applied to TehielM. 
In many American mldenoM «lw 


trioity is employed for lighting, for 
ileotrio elevators and sundry minor do- 
mestic purposes, and last but not least 
the motor cradle is now provided. This 
device is a great improvement on the 
old rook or, as it can be set in motion 
and -will ran indefinitely and is capa- 
ble of regulation BO that any degree of 
oscillation can be secured. The motion 
is imparted to the cradle by means of a 
small eleotrio motor, and, connection 
with the current supply being made by 
means of a flexible cord end ping at- 
tached either to the electrolier or to a 
special socket in the baseboaid, the 
mo turn may be accelerated or slackened 
simply by turning a switch, causing 
the motor to run at different speeds. At 
the foot of the cradle is a revolving 
globe studded with lamps of different 
colors, and as soon as the oradle is set 
in motion these are illumined, and their 
ever changing colors are a constant

source of delight to the children,. Any 
one wbo has watched a child assume the 
most uncomfortable positions in order 
to watch the lights in a trolley car will 
appreciate the amusement these revolv- 
ing lights will afford a baby. Once ba- 
by's mind is directed to the lamp the 
Blow, even motion of the oradle and the 
constant flickering lights soon lull him 
to sleep. 


The European edition of the New 


York Herald reports that eleotrio light 
has been successfully adapted to pur- 
poses of diagnosis. After enabling ex- 
amination of the bones of the face by 
introducing into the month a small in- 
candescent lamp which makes the tis- 
sues transparent, it has now, in the 
hands of a surgeon in one of the Paris 
hospitals, been used for diagnosing af- 
fections of the stomach and for ascer- 
taining the results of surgical interfer- 
ence. 


The case was one of a man of SO, 


alight and rather emaciated, whose 
stomach was curiously dilated while 
the pylorio opening bad contracted. 
This patient was wasting away day by 
day. 
Under these conditions it was 


necessary to open the abdomen in order 
to reduce the capacity of the stomach 
and join the latter to the intestine so 
as to facilitate alimentary progression 
through this channel rather than by the 
narrowed pylorus. Before doing this-, 
in order to define more clearly the loca- 
tion, form, capacity of the stomach and 
the condition of its walls, it wag decided 
to have recourse to a most ingenious 
method of electrically illuminating the 
stomach by transparency. An expert 
' Parisian maker enabled the surgeon to 
use a very practical apparatus, consist- 
ing of a tiny electric lamp mounted on 
the end of a flexible stomachal sound 
made of vulcanized rubber. The pa- 
tient's stomach having been filled with 
slightly alkaline water, the electric 
lamp was introduced and lighted in a 
darkened room. Nothing could be more 
surprising than the image thus obtained. 
The whole stomach appeared luminous, 
denned in light red behind the abdom- 
inal walls. The distention and lowering 
were great. The lower portion of the 
stomach descended as far as the inferior 
portion of the abdomen. The surgical 
operation was then performed, and an- 
other examination with the aid of elec- 
tricity, made a few daye ago, showed a 
reduction in the volnme of the stomach, 
coinciding, for that matter, with an im- 
provement in the patient's condition. 


The New York electric cab service 


has proved uniformly reliable and is de- 
servedly popular. In addition to the 
motor cabs a large number of eleotrio 
delivery wagons, made for the most part 
in Chicago, are plying in the streets of 
the city. The dry goods houses find 
them to be a good investment as an ad- 
vertisement alone, as, especially when 
equipped with illuminated signs, they 
always draw the attention of the public. 
The saving they effect in the delivery 
service is material. Each wagon will 
run 37 miles a day. The teaming 
com- 


panies calculate that delivery wagons 
run by horses require six horses each to 
make 30 mites a day. Therefore to make 
87 miles a rky no less than eight horses 
would be needed. Even where power is 
high these vehicles can be run •for much 
less than the expense of feeding, hous- 
ing, shoeing and renewing eight horses 
in a large city. The rate for charging 
current may be pnf' under average con- 
ditions at $1 a day, and ns the battery 
is maintained for a year for $50 the cost 
of each wagon for 310 working days 
will be only $330. While this does not 
include attendance during hours ol 
charging and general repairs, it must 
bo borne in mind, making a comparison 
of the two systems, that horses require 
more attendance than the electrical ap- 
paratus.

Before the war, if there is 
to be one, is over, we shall be paying 
higher prices for ail necessaries, as well 
as luxuries, and the burden will be hard- 
est'upon those least able to bear It." If

not fight, even when the country is in 
danger.

But it must not be understood that 


Boston people are represented by this 
purely mercantile idea nor by the Jingo 
sentiment that demands war, right or 
wrong.
